afternoon and evening getting acquainted 
with the new surroundings and camp- 
mates. At 8 o'clock the real get-together was 
held at the campfire which will be a daily 
fixture at this hour. 

The counselors have been at the camp 
since Monday preparing the equipment and 
perfecting the plans for the coming weeks. 
During this time life-saving has been stressed 
particularly for the counselors. Life saving 
and methods of resuscitation are a necesaary 
qualification for the counselors and under the 
instruction of Miss Ruth Ferguson, swimming 
director, many of them have qualified for 
the Red Cross life saving emblem. 

The site of Camp Andover, on the hill 
overlooking the pond is an ideal location. 
The equipment has been increased and im- 
proved from year to year until now it is 
one of the best equipped camps of its kind 
that can be found. Facilities for swimming, 
diving and land sports and games of all sorts 
are provided. Special features such as over- 
night hikes and afternoon picnics will be 
held from time to time and dramatics and 
camp singing will have its share of attention. 

The girls will be divided into seven squads 
of seven or eight girls each and will have 
what is known as “squad duties”. Duties 
include kitchen policing, sanitary policing, 
dining room policing, etc., and the squads 
will draw numbers for squad duties and there- 
after serve their various obligations in 
rotation, each one for a day. 

Miss Dorothy Bourne, a graduate of 
Boston University in 1926, is the director 
in charge of the camp this year. Other 
counselors are: Donald McClain, superin- 
tendent of grounds; Miss. Ruth Ferguson, 
Mount Holyoke, director of swimming; 
Miss Alice Hastings, director of nature 
study; Miss Eugenia Parker, Abbot academy, 
director of campcraft; Miss Marion Brown, 
Boston University, director of handicraft and 
dramatics; Miss Florence Hays, Posse 
Nisson Institute, director of athletics; Miss 
Bernice Richmond, Hartford School, treas- 
urer; Miss Hazel Chick, Boston University, 
director of music and general counselor;

The Vacation School was opened Monday 
morning at 9 o'clock in the South Church 
with a gratifying attendance. The School is 
being conducted under the auspices of seven 
churches in Andover with a view to supply- 
ing the children of Andover with a summer 
course of activity during the vacation period. 

The opening day saw a registration of 
149 children between the ages of 4 and 14, 
made up of 66 boys and 83 girls. The children 
are divided into three groups, the kinder- 
garten, primary and junior grades. In the 
kindergarten class are 18 boys and 17 girls; 
in the primary class 20 boys and 31 girls and 
in the Junior class, 28 boys and 35 girls. 

The children will engage in activities of a 
nature suitable to their ages and will be 
taught useful crafts and take part in heathful 
exercises and games, The boys are under the 
direction of James Cole who is organizing 
baseball teams which are developing keen 
rivalry. Making diminutive models of 
aeroplanes is a pastime which has appealed 
particularly to the boys. 

The school has now expanded and a part 
of the classes will be held at the Baptist 
Church, This will allow plenty of room for all 
the youngsters and encourage individual 
attention.

Daily Loss of Weight 


The loss of weight that we under- 
go every day has been the object of 


recent research, says Science. In 
the experiments, conducted by the 
Carnegie Institution at Washington, 


two sensitive balances were used.

One of the 
balances would indicate a change of 
one-third of an ounce, and a person 
could sleep all night on Its platform.

The total 
molsture losses through the lungs and 
skin of a woman of average weight 
averaged around 80 grams, or one 
ounce per hour; for a man the figure 
was about one-third higher,

Jefferson Found His 
Letter Writing a Burden 


Thomas Jefferson liked to write let- 
ters and to receive them, but the bur- 
den became almost unendurable. He 
wrote John Adams in 1817 that from 
dinner to dark he was “drudging at 
the writing table.” 

“All this,” he continued, “to answer 
letters into which neither interest nor 
inclination on my ‘part enters; and 
often from persons whose names 1! 
have never before heard. Yet, writ- 
ing civilly, it is hard to refuse them 
clvil answers, This is the burden of 
my life, a very grievous one indeed. 
and one which I must get rid of.” 

He consented to write a few lines 
of introduction to one of Delaplaine’s 
books that he might make there a 
public appeul for relief from this bur 
den, but it does not appear to have 
been successful, for he wrote Adams 
in 1822 that he had received 1,267 let- 
ters the previous year and had an- 
swered all, though many of them had 
required long replies and some exten 
sive investigation. 

“Is this life?” he asked. “At best It 
{s but the life of a mill horse that sees 
no end to his circle but in death. To 
such a life that of a cabbage is para- 
dise.” Since he had earlier described 
the life of a cabbage as “surely not 
worth a wish,” he had evidently 
come close to the irreducible mint- 
mum in enjoyment of existence. At 
the time of his death he had 26,000 
letters filed and had copies of 16,000 
replies.—J. G. de Roulbac Hamilton,

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Making Flags For Navy Occupies Many 


It is popularly supposed that when Betsy 
Ross snipped a five-pointed star with one 
stroke ae er dextrous scissors the making 
of the American flags was triumphantly 
accomplished, and henceforth, with the 
addition of thirtyfive to the first thirteen 
stars, all Americans have lived and died 
under an unaltered and identical flag. But 
it was only a few years that the flag retained 
its original design, as planned by Mme. 
Betsy. The common idea that it is unchange- 
able is as erroneous as to suppose that the 
red stripes are still made of the red flannel 
petticoat from which the stripes of the tradi- 
tional first flag were fashioned. 


In the Navy Yard at Brooklyn some of the 
present-day makers of the flags are carrying 
on the work begun by Betsy Ross. High up 
in the “sail loft’”’ of one of the yard factories 
there are girls at work making the flags for 
the fleet, for the Navy makes its own flags, 
just as it makes its own hammocks and 
pillows and napkins and other accessories, 
On busy occasions, during the war, or when 
the fleet is in port and the tattered ensigns 
must be exchanged for immaculate new ones, 
there are sometimes as many as two hundred 
girls at work making these official flags. 

The master sail and flag maker is Richard 
Emmons, but at the direct head of these girls 
is Miss Ellen Sheehan, who has for years 
been making and supervising the making of 
flags. She knows more about American flags 
than probably any Congressman whose 
business it is to pass on the flags and their 
uses. She knows as much about foreign flags 
as though she were an internationalist. She 
knows more about needlework than most 
housewives. She knows almost as much of 
dyes as some chemists. 

_Under Miss Sheehan’s direction every 

size of every flag of every Nation is made 
there for every ship of the Atlantic fleet, 
as well as for the Navy Department. On 
the Pacific Coast and again in the Philip- 
pines there are flag factories. They make 
American flags and signal flags. They make 
flags of Ambassadors and flags of sovereigns 
and flags of institutions. They make small 
flags and large flags, oblong ie and pen- 
nant-shaped flags. They make silk flags and 
bunting flags and muslin flags. They make 
embroidered flags and painted flags. 


But they have no stamped or printed 
flags. Those are the outcasts of the whole 
race of flags, Only commercial concerns make 
them and, to official Navydom, they make 
them carelessly, without pride in the accuracy 
of their dimensions, the fastness of their 
colors, and the perfection of their work- 
manship. 

A person not in “the service” might well 
ask why, in an American Navy Yard, foreign 
flags should be made at all. The answer is 
obvious to all those connected with the 
avy or who have read the Naval Book of 
Etiquette, Upon entering a foreign port, 
whether in England or in Cochin-China, a 
Naval vessel must run up the flag of that 
country, To high foreign dignitaries compli- 
ments must also be paid by running up their 
national or personal flags. New flags were 
made in honor of Queen Marie of Rumania 
and were proudly carried by those destroyers 
which formed her escort. In the workroom 
at the yard there is also an old flag of heavy 
silk with an elaborately embroidered em- 
blem, fashioned as a courteous gesture to a 
Russian Ambassador of the days of the 
empire, 

And the courtesy is extended to such in- 
sututions as the church. Whenever a church 
service is held on board a ship of the line 
the “church pennant” waves above the 
national ensign, the only flag that can be

The stripes 
are sewed together by hand sewing machines 
that housewives would cherish, for they 
stitch double seams as well as turn under 
the raw edges on each side of the materials. 

Most of the foreign flags are far more 
elaborate than those of the United States. 
The flags of Brazil, Chile, Madagascar, 
San Domingo, Persia, Costa Rica, Vene- 
zuela, and the old imperial standards of 
Germany, Russia, China, and Austria- 
Hungary have great and intricate emblems 
and coats-of-arms upon them. They all 
call for far more delicate work than does ours. 

Miss Sheehan has one embroidered flag 
which she herself is making. This is a flag 
of the President of the United States, made 
of heavy taffeta and delicately and minutely 
hand-embroidered. The silk, even where the 
great eagle spreads his wings, is of one 
thickness only, Generally, as on the ensign, 
the stars are sewed on each side of the blue 
field, making three thicknesses of material. 
In this flag the blue silk is carefully cut from 
behind so that the white silk of the bird and 
the stars serves on both sides, It is the work- 
manship of an artist. 

The flag of Persia calls for the most 
trouble, although not the most delicate 
workmanship. It is the only flag that uses 
pink as one of its colors, and, since it is the 
only one, no bunting of the exact shade is 
carried in stock.

Military Training Camp of rd 
summer will be the largest in New E ngland, 
everything is in readiness at the beautiful 
Great Diamond Island Infantry post for the 
reception of a thousand or more boys from all 
sections of New England but particularly 
from Maine and Massachusetts, Every tri 
of the Government boats from Portland 
Pier tomorrow will bear its burden of splen- 
did youths coming to this island for the 
thirty days’ period of intensive military 
training and supervised athletics and recrea- 
tional activities, 

The record of Fort McKinley C, M. T. C. 
during the last three years has brought it 
recognition as the “ Plattsburg of the New 
England C. M. 'T. Camps,” and the applica- 
tions for enrollment this year have been in 
excess of the number that could be admitted. 
Colonel John W. Wright, 5th U. S. Infantry, 
will again be in command of the camp this 
year, which will be the parent organization 
for the candidate regiment. Besides Regular 
Army Officers the instructors for the C. M. 
T. C. course of training will include Reserve

Automobile Legal Association 


From all sides we hear loud agitation for 
airports. Almost every community that can 
boast of a Chamber of Commerce or Board 
of Trade seems to have taken up the cry 
since the aeroplane has spanned the two 
great oceans, bringing countries on the two 
hemispheres "closer together. 

While cities generally are taking such an 
interest in developing airports, what about 
the vital importance of the automobile park- 
ing problem, asks the A. L. A. Cities and 
towns seem to be at a standstill on this 
question, 

Years back the automobile was a luxury. 
Today it is considered one of our most 
modern means of transportation, The au- 
tomobile has been one of the dominating 
factors in changing industrial conditions 
since the horse and buggy days. Men in 
every line of business today find it the most 
effective means of transportation and can 
accomplish more business in one day than 
during a whole week before the motor car 
graduated from the pleasure to the business 
field, 

We want to see aviation grow and heartily 
endorse the extension of the airports program 
throughout the land, says the A. L. A., but in 
building up aviation let us not lose sight of 
the automobile. 

Ample facilities for parking must be 
provided to take care of the present cars in 
operation and the millions that will come in 
future years. It is a big subject but one that 
must be faced seriously. There are several 
ways of getting around the problem, One is 
the establishment of outodor parking spaces 
in close proximity to city business districts; 
another the erection of buildings providing 
parking space in the basements, The coopera- 
tion of garages by reducing day’ storage 
charges would also ‘help the cause and would 
mean an increase in daily patrons. 

Motorists are becoming vexed at the 
present conditions of looking into the face of 
a traffic officer with a handful of tags every 
time they look around for a parking space. 
It is now time the municipalities gave as 
serious thought to the automobile parking 
problem as is being given to airports,

Fear Whale May Soon Be Extinct 


“Save the whale” is the demand of Ameri- 
can mammalogists who recently met in 
Washington. The annual whale kill increased 
from 11,400 in 1921 to 25,400 whales in 1927. 
The largest of mammals may be as rare as 
the buffalo, the mammialogists fear, unless 
more freedom of the seas in some manner 
can be extended to the hunted whale. 

The coming of the kerosene lamp, the 
gas mantle, the electric light, and the de- 
flation of women’s dresses gave the whale 
seventy-five years respite from hunters, 
says a bulletin from the National Geo- 
graphic Society, but the world’s increasing 
oe for soap has been its undoing. 

aoe makers and machinists who require 
oil for their most delicate devices pay the 
money that sends ships and men into the 
Antarctic seas for whales today. A Nor- 
wegian whaler which Tecently arrived in 
New York had no difficulty in disposing of 
48,000 barrels of oil, the yield front six 
hundred whales. 

Probably scientists realize an obligation 
to save the whale. Their scholarly pred- 
€cessors promoted the destruction of whales 
for their oil. ‘Midnight oil” that scholars 
burned was whale oil. Darwin must have 
worked over his voluminous notes by the 
light of whale oil. Kepler, Newton, Faraday, 
and certainly Linnaeus, while he was trying 
to classify the whale as a fish or a mammal, 
probably worked by the flickering illumina- 
tion supplied by whales from the coasts of 
Greenland. The lamps in which the oil was 
burned now bring good prices in antique 
shops. 

The geography of whaling has shifted. 
Until the Basques practically exterminated 
them, one species of whale was numerous 
in the Bay of Biscay. Discoveries by Eliza- 
bethan mariners sent whaling fleets to 
Spitzbergen and west to Greenland. About 
the first quarter of the last century the 
industry reached the peak of its development 
when New Bedford, in the United States, 
and Dundee, in Scotland, reeked of whales 
and the profits from whales, 

When the Greenland or Bowhead whale 
(so-called because its head is shaped like 
the blunt bow of a ship) became scarce, 
whalers turned their attention to the Sperm 
whale. Great numbers of this variety in- 
habit Antarctic waters, so British, American, 
and Norwegian ships went south on weary 
three-year voyages. 

In the South Atlantic lives the blue whale, 
largest of its kind, attaining a length of more 
than 100 feet. Young whales have been 
known to attain a length of forty feet before 
being weaned by the mother whale. 

The blue whale is king of its race and more 
than a match for a hand harpoon. Its fero- 
ciousness provided the inspiration for 
“Moby Dick.” Like the albino terror of 
Melville’s story, the wounded blue whale 
will charge his pursuers and crush a boat like 
an eggshell. But the harpoon gun had made 
even the blue whale almost as harmless a 
quarry as a rabbit. The great mammal must 
swim fast to save its skin and the three tons 
of whale oil, which whalers covet. 

The sperm whale has a large cavity in its 
head filled with sperm oil. Unlike its Green- 
land cousins, the sperm whale feeds on large 
ocean denizens, pursuing an octopus for a 
main course and consuming a five-foot fish 
for desert. 

Although the Greenland whale possesses 
a cavernous mouth in which Herman Mel- 
ville said four people could play at cards, 
it lives on minute sea life which get caught 
on the “whiskers” it wears in the roof of its 
mouth, the same “whiskers” that supply 
whalebone. The throat of the Greenland 
whale, small because its food is minute sea 
life, produced religious doubts among the 
New England whalers. “How could Jonah 
get through such a hole?” they asked. A 
whale would choke on a glass tumbler! 

Soon after the sperm oil has been removed 
from the head of a sperm whale it solidifies. 
The fine oil squeezed from the mass remain- 
ing is the sperm oil of commerce, which is 
used for watches and sewing machines. In 
old days the sperm tallow was molded into 
the most expensive of candles.

The average old painting has a more 
colorful past than bas been supposed, 
judging by X-ray studies reported 
from the Roentgen experiment station 
at the Vienna Central Institute for 
Radiology. Three-fourths of the plc- 
tures that have the reputation of being 
painted between the Fifteenth and 
Eighteenth centuries are not what 
their proud possessors think they are, 
it is estimated.

Some are as old as they 
seem, but the name of a great artist 
has been forged over the signuture 
of the real painter, a lesser light of 
the same period. A few paintings wear 
false color. at a disadvantage. These 
canvases were originally painted by 
men of the first rank, and later were 
stupidly covered by entirely new pic- 
tures, much less beautiful.

Property Still Moving Fairly 


Basson Park, MAssacuusetts, Juy 6, 
1928,—Mr. Babson, in his weekly interview 
today, discusses the real estate situation 
particularly in reference to rentals, He finds 
property moving fairly well but conditions 
somewhat more quiet than two years ago. 
The trend of rentals varies in different parts 
of the country, but the general tendency is 
lower. Mr. Babson warns against over- 
building of stores and apartments in places 
where reports indicate a surplus already 
exists. 

Real Estate Conditions Fair 

“Reports which I have received from 
Chambers of Commerce in leading cities of 
the country Senerally characterize the real 
estate situation as fair, The keen edge of 
realty speculation was passed some months 
ago and activity since then has receded. 
There is still demand for good small houses 
in most of the larger centers, but apartments 
and two-family dwellings have been over- 
done in many sections. Moreover, stores and 
office buildings are in plentiful supply. Busi- 
ness men seeking office or store space should 
shop around for bargains. Also manufac- 
turers or merchants seeking property to lease 
should not tie up for too long a period. While 
No great slump in values of rentals is antici- 
pated there is, on the other hand, no sign 
of scarcity of available space, and in some 
places a surplus exists. 

“Speculative builders particularly, should 
carefully study building conditions in a given 
city before going ahead with commercial 
or office building projects. This does not apply 
to land which is always increasing in value 
in good locations. If I were planning a project 
of an industrial or commercial nature I 
would purchase the site at once, but would 
build only after a careful study of general 
real estate and business conditions showed 
me that the demand for more building of this 
kind was assured. 


Rents Stable or Declining 

“The peak of rents in many sections was 
peaed in 1926, Since that time more cities 
ave shown declines than advances, but the 
majority of all cities have reported stabliza- 
tion at rentals slightly under the high point. 
Out of 21 cities reporting to me in the past 
month, only 7 state that there is any scarcity 
of houses for rent and 14 say that the supply 
for rent is either about normal or greater 
than the demand. This phase of the rental 
situation is confirmed by a survey by the 
National Association of Real Estate Boards 
of 318 cities. This shows clearly that only in a 
very small proportion are rents of single 
family houses higher than they were a year 
ago. The majority, or 57 per cent of the 
cities show rents just about the same as a 
pear ago, while 35 per cent of them show rents 
lower, Seventy per cent of the cities state 
that apartment rents show no increase 
over last year, and 19 per cent of them show 
this class with rents lower than last year.

Like Many, Rochester 
Saw Light Too Late 


A document of considerable historic 
and literary importance was recently 
sold in London. It is the original let- 
ter written by the famous Restoration 
wit, Lord Rochester, on his deathbed, 
recanting his sad past. 

The letter was garbled as a broad- 
side after his death, and even Bishop 
Burnett, to whom it was addressed, 
reproduced {It inaccurately. It Is of 
interest, therefore, to give his actual 
words: 

“My most honrd, Dr. Burnett.—My 
spirit and body du decay soe equally 
together that I shall write you a letter 
as weak as lam. In person I begin to 
value Churchmen above all men in the 
world, and you above all the Church- 
men I know most. If God be yet 
pleased to spare mee longer in this 
world I hope in your Conversation to 
bee exalted to that degree of plety 
that the world may see how much I 
abhor what I soe long Lov'd, and how 
much I glory in repentance in God's 
Service, or els if the Lord Choseth to 
put an end to my worldly being now 
that hee would mercifully accept of 
my deathbed repentance.—Your most 
obedient and languishing Servant, 
Rochester.” 


Workers in Wrought 
lron Highly Skilled 


The craft of wrought tron bears an 
honorable lineage. It is generally re- 
garded as an offshoot from the more 
ancient craft of the armorer, who was 
an indispensable figure in every 
feudal community. The training of 
these armorers in manipulating metals 
into delicate forms and weldings, and 
their skill in chasing and Inlaying de- 
fensive armor, found opportunity to 
display Its talents in the grilles, gates 
locks and hinges of the feudal castle 
itself. The church as well demanded 
skilled design and workmanship in 
this same direction,

The blessing of the waters is a 
quaint ceremony to be seen in coun- 
tries where the Greek church exists.

Extensive preparations are mide 
the day before the ceremony. A route 
is set apart leading from the church 
to the spot on the quay that has been 
selected for the ceremony, a carpet of 
straw being Inid down. In general, 
the day of the ceremony ts a bitterly 
cold one, but this circumstance does 
not deter the populace from attend- 
ing en masse. They arrive on foot 
and in sledges and are attired in na- 
tional dress. All horses are gayly 
caparisoned with worsted favors and 
tassels and motor cars are similarly 
decked out. 

On the quay a layman fs actively en- 
gaged in stirring a barrel of water to 
keep it from freezing. At ten o’cluck, 
heralded by the blare of many brass 
instruments, the priests leave the 
church, preceded by a troop of cav- 
alry, With them are borne numbers 
of religious emblems and banners. The 
priests chant as they march to the 
quay, where they go through the spe- 
cial form of blessing the waters of the 
country, 

Water so blessed |s then distributed 
among the people and each recipient 
treasures the few drops that fall to 
his share,
